demonstrp.tea jji-otty i:l(.'urly that tbo 
imf50iincliioa9 whioli was liriMH^ht ti) the 
. BLirfuco in tho CDiaiuereiul eriii)tioii of 
' last year WU8 only a pui tion of that 
which mast be awepb away before the 
trade of this country cau be said to 
liivve again returned to a healthy and 
profitable state. Wherever inquiries 
nro made tho results are the Haiiio. 
"Where prices of prenlucu do not full 
they are sujDj^oned in many cases by 
.op^i^fttions which yield little or no pio- 
fit, and are simply engaged iu rather 
than do nothing, and that there may 
be at least somo hIiow of activity for 
the sake of tho credit of those concern- 
od. Mouth after month tho Board 
of Trade Returns show that the coun- 
try is buying more thau it sella. In 
the produce markets prices have been 
falling almost uninterruptedly as re - 
gardsBome articles for years, wiiilo in 
' every department profits have declin- 
ed to a minimam., and the stagnation 
th&t prevails cr'fi'Shes out all spirit of 
enterprise. Besides a largo luunber 
"'of mercantile houses which hnvo grea: 
difficulty iu holdiug their own while in 
many cases it is much worso, there aro 
many public companies whose busi- 
neiB IB practically gone. There are 
finance companies with nothing to ti- 
. nance; banks avowedly established to 
float foreign loans for foreigti govern- 
mantswhosecredit.if not actually gone, 
has fallen to so low au ebb that furth- 
er borrowiiig is out of the question, 
are at their wits' end to scrai^e a divi- 
dend together. 

Mercantile commission business has 
Buffered so severely that somo houHos 
ore known to bo winding up their af- 
fairs. Discount business has ahrunk 
to such small proportions that eirorts 
. , are made, as usual, to earn profits by 
' Bpeculations in securities, which have 
resulted in one or two cases already in 
the nccOKsitv of making a call to tivoul 
a deadlock and its inevitable conse- 
quences.. Tb^ great full in coal and 
iron, and the material reduction in the 
20 of labo7, produce little or no cf- 
■feoL. as regards any revival on tho de- 
mand. In tho great nniuiufacturiiig 
districts of the country, now that the 
means of cheaper production are more 
available at reasonable rates, the op- 
porfcunities of utilizing them have for 
the time vanquished. The working 
capital which, iu consequence of these 
circumstances, long since sought some 
more profitable employment, grailu- 
nlly accumulated at tho centres, and 
>''.'<onnd it& way by degrees into conver- 
tible securities ; but a great deal of 
this surplus wealth htis been reconver- 
ted and absorbed of nuce«ity during 
the many months thiit have elapsed 
since tho doparlnieuts uf iudusiiy re- 
ferred to have taileu into a state of 
unprofitable inactivity. When cap- 
italists are making little or no profit it 
becomes necessary to diaw npun the 
capital itself. The wage-oaruiiig 
class must be fed and clothed, and 
when earning nothing they are a di- 
rect loss to the countf}'. 

The revenue, it is true, keeps up 
better than might bo e.\pcct(>fl in the 
circumstances, but it is iniinored that 
unusual (iiiergy lias boon iicci .ssar\- 
this year to get it iu and justify the es- 
timates of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. A material feature which 
shows tho direction in whicli wo are 
drifting is that, although tin ic is men 
josj.s omployment for capital in oithor 
domestic or iutoriiatiniial criiniiuMct! 
than a year ago, there is no such sup- 
•pjy of, capital seeking omploymont. 
' we have had , iu fact, until quite re- 
cently, a chronic scarcity. The cen- 
tres have been gradually drained 
of that which was thrown out uf 
employment a coiii/lu uf years ago, 
and that notwithstanding tbo enor- 
mous Bales of public securities 
which have been effected by tiie 
needy during that period. When ]n-o- 
fits fall fo a niiiiiiiiuni socuiiticH conio 
to market; but, although this pruocss 
bus been going on conliijuoiisly for 
months past, tho deposits witli the 
banks have decreased while the April 
" diVideni^B in reduced and now Threes 
bave been already largely anticipated. 
The deposits have boon gradually dis- 
appoariug in a way which shows that 
tho community has bcou using up its 
available surplus resources. The do- 
olioe in the 'bona fide' business again, 
of the stock exchange, with the disas- 
troun consequences we are now wit- 
nessing, is another proof tliat oven 
the morcontilp speo'ilators are nearly 
'|iU plajred oat. Yfhou Bpeoulat^oa in 



commerce is nVmndoiied, speculation 
iu tlio stock markets fre(|Uontly fol- 
lows; and it was observed that a larger 
number of firms which failed in 1875 
had tlnished by gambling in the stock 
markets than had ever before been 
known. It is to bo hoped that tho 
present extremely unsatisfactory state 
of businosH generally may pass away 
without further serious disaster, and 
that there may* be a healthy revival, 
without too violent a brenk-up of tho 
unsound elements whicli still remain 
to bo got rid of before tho existing 
stagnation can bo followed by a retur- 
ned healthy and iirosporous trade. ,5 

A. happy couple in AViltshire, in 
humble life, recently had their family 
enlarged by tho addition of twins;

A correspondent of the London Stand- 
ard writes: — The trouble between the Do- 
minion and tho Britjah Columbmn Gov- 
ernments has not been by any means solv- 
ed by the last minute on the subject put 
forward by the Ottawa Ministry:' This 
(locuinout leaves tho matter just wliere it 
was. and manifests tho same li.'ir^b, uii- 
cont'ilintory spirit wliicli characterisos the 
whole. conduct of the Mackenzie Cabinet 
in this nnfortanate affSiT. Had due dilir 
gence diid honesty of purpose been shown, 
British Columbia, would never have cast 
up against Canada the non-fnlfllnient of 
lui imi)0ssil)1e ^omisp. Tho trut'i, how- 
ever, IS that tl'.o Afackonzio rrovernment 
has not gilt iu heart iu the work, it has 
nil enthusiasm on the subject; it has al- 
ways shot;a,an utter disregard for tho 
fi-elings of those who are most aflected by 
tho delay in tho completion of tho rail- 
way, and th.Tii is no doubt that it wouM 
gladly abandon tlio whole sohemo did it 
see any porfsibility of doing so. Mr. 
Hlako, a very important member of I he 
CJabiuet, is decidedly opposed to it, aud 
it is he who has raked up the argument 
on which so mucli tress is laid in this last 
niinute, that an intogrsl part of tlio ori- 
ginal ugroameiit was the proviso that the 
road was to bo puslied on cnly so fast iis 
not to add to tho then existing taxu'ioii 
of the country. Tho jiosition of ali'airs 
now is eminontlj unsatisfactory, ami no 
one I'lUi see whence a Boliition of the dif- 
tioulty is to he looked for. 'Tho Canadian 
( -ovcrnmeut, tliougli in some depart.'uonts 
it may lioasl of fair exocuti o ability, con- 
tains no men of statoHmanliko views, and 
falls ntto'rly to ap])rociato the enormous 
and perhaps irrotriovablo daiiiago which 
this angry (juarrol is bringing njion the 
Dominion and uiion tho Era])iro. If 
liritish Columbians aro merely treated 
to snapx>isb, iU-tompered minntes of 
council •while the real prosecution of ' tho 
railway is loft almost iu abeyance, ami 
no satisfactory assurance is given that 
thoy will oviii , iu tho lifrttimo of the [ire- 
sent generation, be able to comn by rail 
from Now Woatininister to Ottawa, can it 
Hurpriso any ono if they look, olsowhere 
for that syriipttthy and co-opiiratioii wlilch 
Canada, represented by the Mackon/io 
Adnilnistratibn, denies tJiom'? This is not 
the only occasion, and Clanadr. ia not tho 
only country, in which a Liberal Clovrrn- 
meut has ulioAi-n extreme illiborality and a 
most culpable inoap^oityj , QtAppipoialing 
any higher issue than that of petty and 
irritating economy.

Mr. Smitho moved in amendment that

But ajjart from this ques- 
tion your C'onunittei' eousiiler that the 
time has come when, in the interest of all 
eoneoruiHl, the charge of the I'rovincial 
Lunatic Asy lum shonld bo given to a 
Besident Physician. They believe that 
such a couxse would btf f^Tantagepiis Obi^ 
cause it would tend to the speedy relief 
of those eases which admit of euro or of 
amelioration under appropriate treatment, 
whilst the standing exjienses of the Asy- 
lum would not be increased by a change 
involving only an amalgamation of oflicos.
